She was so absolutely 
perfect that I didn't even let that name give me pause. 

I had spent months reading books on passagemaking, 
poring over Internet listings, leafing through brokerage 
offerings in magazines. ... I was looking for a boat 
with range and salty character but I didn't have 
infinite dollars for my drcamboat, cither. 1 drooled 
over Nordhavns and Krogens and Romsdals and 
Malahides bul they were way beyond my budget. And 
then one day; I entered the word custom in the search 
engine, and it was as though I'd found the button that 
opened the secret panel in a library wall. My eye went 
down the lis! and landed on Sfuufy Lady. Days later, I 
was in Florida, and the moment I spotted her across 
the dock, I knew she was the one. 

Aboard, I marveled at the roominess, the abundant 
stowage, the 14-inch portholes, the full walk-around 
engine room, the reverse raked pilothouse windows. 
... I had to resist the urge to jump up and down with 
glee: This was the boat for me. Rugged, seaworthy 
well-built, simply equipped. She had a no-nonsense 
shiplike quality — comfortable but not fancy, yet she 



lacked the ugly, homemade quality that can be so off- 
putting in some custom builds. 

An hour after I first laid eyes on her, I sat at a picnic 
table and filled out the paperwork. A few weeks later, 
Shady I My was mine. She had soared through her 
survey. Overbuilt, her single screw was [lowered by a 
Ford Northeast 1 35-horscpower engine that sat low 
in a box keel. No bow thruster, no windlass. I will be 
honest: I loved the instant sea-cred I got when I docked 
her, single-handedly. 

So, why am I waxing on about her now, you 
wonder, eight years later? The closest analogy I can 
draw is that I am at the emergency room, wailing for 
a doctor to come out and tell me if we can save her. 
It seems clear there will be no magical, much-needed 
summer on the mooring this year. And it's possible 
that what Bossanova (well, you didn't think I was going 
to keep her original name, did you?) needs may be 
beyond my financial reach. 

Despite the fact that I took regular and excellent 
care of her, the steel below the waterline has been 
suddenK corroded. There's some pitting and some 
overall wastage. Exactly how this happened is 
presently unknown. Stray current in the marina, a 
chafed wire aboard? 

Whatever caused it, I am sick about it. Bossanova 
has carried me through thousands of miles of ocean, 
through sunny days of New England island-hopping, 
through storm-tossed seas under low black skies. 
... She has never let me down and I have affection 
for her that goes beyond what one can feel for an 
inanimate object. Laugh if you like, but I believe my 
boat has a soul. 

I am an optimist by nature, so I am trying not to 
panic. EH get a second opinion, maybe even a third. 
But if you're on the water any time soon, don't forget 
to count yourself lucky — spend an extra minute 
appreciating your vessel and everything that boating 
adds to your life. And keep a good thought for 
Bossanova, will vou? ^

News and notes from around the yachting world 
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s l his the best season of racing we've ever seen? We already know the answer and 
now you can decide for yourselves, (rood luck! Start with the America's Cup World 
Series sailed aboard the electrifying AC 45 cats. The series has thrilled audiences 
from San Diego to Venice, Italy, and promises to continue in San Francisco Aug. 
21-26 and Oct. 4-7. Newport, Rhode Island, l bird stop for the Atlantic Cup Class 
40 fleet, which raced from Charleston, South Carolina, to New York City, played 
host to two days of racing over Memorial Day weekend. Don't forget the Newport- 
Bermuda Race, which started June 15, the last two legs of the Volvo Ocean Race, 
ending in Gal way, Ireland, in the fall, and the events that are guaranteed to make 
every yachtsman's mouth water — theJ-Class Regatta in the Solent July 18-20 and a 
modern version of the first America's Cup race, the Hundred Guineas Cup, around 
the Isle of Wight July 21. Velskeda, shown above plowing a huge furrow in the sea, will 
be competing and Yachting will be there filing daily missives and video highlights, 
including behind the scenes action with illustrious sailing photographer Onne van der 
Wal. Look for our reports atyaihtingmagazine.com and, later, a feature in the magazine. 
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A few months back Hatteras Yachts announced that it was developing a 95 -fool raised pilothouse 
motoryacht to add to its sizable lleet. But after constructing a full-size mock-up of the yacht and reviewing 
her with both dealer and customer input, the builder upped the boat's length to 100 feet. This fiberglass 
megayacht beauty will debut at the Fort Lauderdale International Boat Show in 2013. 

When completed, she'll actually come in at 102 feet with a 2 2 -loo t-6- inch beam. Hatteras says that her 
size will allow for a "grand staircase" leading up to the pilothouse and flying bridge. The standard layout has 
four staterooms with a full-beam master. An optional five-stateroom layout sports an on-deck master suite. 
Positioned as a turnkey package, some notable features of the 100 RPH include zero-speed stabilizers, bow 
and stem thrusters, full-size appliances, a wine cooler and even bathrobes and linens. Diesels from either

fter 50 years I still wake 
in a sweat thinking 
of Sister Mark's ruler 
aimed at me as I strug- 
gled to recite the Ten 
Commandments.

This is particularly true as it applies 
to skippering a boat. A simple reminder not to be a 
knucklehead might have helped me avoid frequent 
visits from the angel of adversity. If you find my 
confession familiar, consider adopting Coyle's 1 1th 
Commandment — thou shall not be stupid! 

I have transferred command to a subordinate and willingly 
jumped into the sea. Conditions were miserable when 
I noticed what appeared to be porpoises frolicking 
astern of Anhinga. It turned out to be a crab trap 
tethered to one of her wheels. Before I dove in 
to hack at the polypropylene line, I shut down 
the engines and turned Anhinga 's helm over to my 
most competent ... er ... only crew member my 
12-year-old son, Jake. While I struggled to hold my 
breath beneath the vessel's bobbing limning gear 
it occurred to me that I might be lost at sea a 
voluntary MOB. In the future I shall stay aboard 
and summon a tow, if necessary. 

/ luwe been complacent in my command and relied on 
others to accomplish important tasks. This is a long list but 
here are the highlights. Spelunking through a hot

engine room for an inspection at sea is a tempting 
task to delegate. Had I not done so, I might have 
spotted the telltale path of scawater oozing from 
the engine's water pump. A pyrometer summoned 
me to hell for that oversight. After drifting about 
hopelessly in the backcountry during mosquito 
season, I shall never ask others to top off my fuel 
tank. After temporarily losing an anchor and my 
tender, I shall always make sure that the ground- 
tackle shackles are properly secured with seizing 
wire — not plastic ties. 

/ have been harsh with the controls, my crew and ultimately 
Anhinga jn//; rail I shall never ask more of my crew or 
my engines than they can be expected to deliver. I will 
always explain my intentions calmly and approach 
the dock slowly. Although I may be tired and lusting 
for a cold Heineken, I shall never rely on a pimple- 
face 16-year-old dock attendant to do more than 
expect a generous tip. I will secure my own lines, plug 
in my shore-power cords and place enough fenders to 
ensure a sound night's sleep. 

/ have risked the comfort of my crew and passengers in 
an effort to save a buck I will not leave the dock when 
the weather threatens a holiday float plan even if 
I have a nonrefundable four-night reservation at a 
manna in the Bahamas. 

When I am headed east 1 will be honest with 
my crew and explain that, given the conditions, the 
Bahama Bank will likely be as miserable as the Gulf 
Stream. When heading west from the Bahamas or 
north and south along Florida's coast I will always 
think ahead and remember that timing the tide is 
everything when winds and seas complicate an inlet. 

I mav be a sinner but I'm not. all bad! While I 
enjoy cold Heineken and cheap Italian wine, I have 
never imbibed while ax Anhinga ^ helm — for me the 
waterway is challenging enough when I am sober. 
Growing up around boating it was the exception to 
see a skipper, particularly a Coyle relative, without 
a cold beer in hand, but the public's attitudes and 
the Coast Guard's rules are stricter. DUI and BUI 
enforcement is important and saves lives but it has 
also become big business — don't expect an officer 
to give you a break. My advice: If you plan to drink 
while under way, bring a captain. 

There you have it, my full confession and my 
penance paid. The 11th Commandment makes 
sense. . . . Perhaps Moses misplaced it? □

Form and Function 

Ratios and coefficients define the shape of a yacht's 
bottom to suit its purpose. 



he physics of wave and wa- 
ter know nothing of fads 
and fashion diey are only 
influenced by buoyancy, fnc- 
tion and form resistance. Why 
men arc there so many diflcr- 
■ ent hull shapes afloat? Simply 

stated, each of these forms 
satisfies specific demands for 
speed and performance in a 
variety of set suites and with differing payloads. 

Before a designer develops a specific set of lines that 
create a displacement, semidisplacement or planing 
hull, many details are evaluated. To cany out those 
evaluations and comparisons on an objective basis 
— that is, based on numbers rather than opinions 
designers use ratios and coefficients. The most 
common involve only that portion of the hull under 
or at die waterline. and are based on relationships 
among the volume of displacement (N, in cubic feet), 
the hull's lengdi at die waterline (LWL, in feet), the 
beam at die waterline (BWL, in feet: and the draft (D, 
in feet) from the waterline to the deepest part of the 
hull, not the bottom of the keel. 

One of die most basic coefficients is the block 
coefficient (C b ), so named because it compares the 
volume of displacement to a block-shape box with 
die same length, beam and draft as die hull; i.e. C, — 
5} / (LWL x BWL x D). It is a measure of just how 
'"full" a hull is. The more of the box it fills up, the 
fuller the hull and the higher the block coefficient. 
Typical block coefficients range from 0.80 (80

percent) for cargo ships to 0.35 to 0.45 for yachts. 

Similar to the block coefficient but more 
commonly cited is the prismatic coefficient (G p ), 
also called the coefficient of fineness, because it is a 
measure of how fine (or cut away) the ends of the 
vessel are compared with the area of her amidships 
cross section (A y ). It compares the volume of 
displacement to a prism that's as long as the hull 
but shaped like the amidships sections; i.e. C p — N 
/ (LWL x AJ. Values range from 0.65 for trawlers 
to 0.75 for faster motoryachts. 

The amidships coefficient (GJ compares the 
area of the amidships section to a rectangle of 
the same beam and draft; i.e. C m — A x / (BWL x 
D). It is a measure of how boxy the hull is in its 
middle sections. Slow displacement hulls, such as 
trawlers, are fuller and thus have higher amidships 
coefficients, at 0.60 to 0.65, while planing and fast 
displacement hulls, usually with more deadrise 
angle, average about 0.50. 

Ratios are similar to coefficients, but involve just 
two dimensions. The most well known is the length/ 
beam ratio, which is simply the length dhided by the 
beam; i.e. LWL / BWL. The longer the boat is for its 
beam, die higher die ratio. It is a measure of leiuiness, 
and to some extent, maneuverability: In general for 
displacement boats, the leaner the hull, the easier 
il runs and die less power it needs. Thais why old 
Tmmpys and Elcos run widi so little wake, but there's 
a downside. For a given displacement, a leaner hull will 
be longer, meaning higher slip and haul-out fees, and 
narrower, meaning less stability and smaller staterooms. 
Tlie.se shortcomings led to more modern forms. 

Two other ratios of interest are the length/draft 
ratio (LWL / D) and the beam/draft ratio (BWL / 
D\ The higher the length/draft ratio, the less the 
draft and the more shallow-water locales shell be 
able to cruise, but she'll be more likely to slam in 
heavy weather. The higher the beam /draft ratio, 
the wider she'll be, with more stability, but she'll 
create more wake and require more power. 

As you may have guessed by now, there is no 
perfect set of coefficients and ratios, and much 
of hull-form development involves the art of 
compromise. How well the designer makes those 
trade-offs determines how well the yacht serves her 
purpose, and that's why you'll see so many different 
hull forms at boat shows and around the manna. □

lake up a significant amount of interior volume 
in the helm area. On workboats and traditional 
expedition-style yachts, we're accustomed to seeing 
substantial mullions between flat clear panes, so 
the tinted glass and invisible mullions aboard this 
Drettmann remind us that she's a yacht 

Workboats used for under-sea exploration, 
treasure hunts and other deep-sea diving adventures 
very often haw the accommodations and 
pilothouse well forward and a large flat deck aft. 
This arrangement eases the launch and retrieval 
of submersibles. The common alternative has the 
superstructure aft and a long foredeck stretching to 
die high stem head - - like a high-top basketball shoe 
with a turned-up toe box. These designs rely on hefty 
lifting devices on the foredeck to launch and retrieve 
their submersibles. Both styles, when adapted to 
recreational exploration and long-distance cruising, 
appear to function equally well and at the same time 
give the owner a sense of serious adventuring. 

Many yachtsmen, though, prefer a stylish com- 
promise — a balanced profile similar to that of 
the Drettmann 32M. The builder refers to her as 
a trideck, and to fulfill the expectations that this 
moniker implies, she has to be tall. Her design team 
concentrated the bulk of this yacht's superstructure 
roughly amidships, allowing a spacious foredeck 
and afterdeck. As the structure grows in height, 
the length of the bridge deck and the sun deck 
decreases, reducing mass and windage. The rake 
of die flying buttresses and cantilevered hardtop 
place the Explorer in the modern era. Her clipper 
bow accentuates the yacht's forward thrust and 
increases buoyancy as she plows into head seas. 

She's relatively short at 1 04 feet and could have 
looked stubby, but the designers compensated 
for this by beveling the cap rail. The contrasting 
color at its lower edge reduces our perception of 
bulk even more. I like the shape of die windows 
in the topsides. They decrease visual height, light 
the spaces on the main and lower decks, and give 
the yacht a businesslike presence. The rub rail and 
accent line above the lower deck's windows divide 
the topsides into distinct visual areas, making the 
yacht appear longer than she is. This complex 
design requires some study. □

s we motored away 
from the dock on the 
Sessa Marine Flv 
45 with five people 
aboard, I was pleas- 
antly surprised by 
how easily the (lying 

# bridge accommodated 
this small crowd. Ses- 
sa must have thought 
long and hard when its design team laid out this 
area, pushing the lounge as far astern as it could 
go. I measured 1 1 feet of space from the base of the 
seat to the forward lounge alongside the skipper. 

Many manufacturer dedicate a large open space 
on the alter section of the flying bridge for stowing 
a tender, but Sessa has focused on providing space 
and comfort for die passengers. In addition to 
the L-shape lounge, with stowage in its base, the 
company has placed a convertible lounge forward of 
the helm. If you sit facing aft, you can chat with the 
skipper. Prefer lying down and stretching out? The 
backrests swing forward to port and out of die way 
to create an area that will handle at least diree adult 
sunbathers. When you 're on the upper bridge deck, 
you'll think you're on a boat that's 10 feet longer. 

This yacht's spacious flying bridge is just one 
aspect that will attract North American buyers. The 
oilier is her extensive list of standard equipment. 
Other notable features include die stern half of 
the hydraulic swim platform, which lowers into die 
water to make it easy to load a tender. This vessel 
also comes with air-conditioning and an upgraded 
genset. On the Hying bridge, Sessa specified a Bimini

top and a fully equipped entertainment center, 
which sports a grill, refrigerator drawer and sink. 
To make life easier for the helmsman, she has a bow 
thruster, which helps the Volvo Penta IPSbOOs cope 
with currents and brisk winds. 

Assuming that most owners will drive from 
die upper helm, I did the same. The Fly 45 ran 
at a reasonable 4 degrees of inclination at planing 
speeds and had a top hop of 31.1 knots (at 3,530 
rpm). When I backed down the motors to 3,000 
rpm and her speed dropped to 24.5 knots, she rode 
smoothly in all directions. Sometimes the flying 
bridge on a boat of this length can make her feel 
tippy, but I never got that sensation here. Pod 
drives let the designers place die engines low in the 
boat and put the fuel tanks as close to amidships 
as possible, creating a favorable center of gravity. 
Combine this with a sharp entry and 14 degrees of 
deadrise aft and you've got a boat that will get you 
home comfortably in a seaway. 

Driving from the lower helm, I had a good view 
when turning the boat in all directions. An aft-facing 
camera mounted on die trailing edge of the living 
bridge eases die helmsman's anxiety when he has to 
dock from the lower station. 1 liked die dark coloi"s 
Sessa uses at both helms to cut glare, but I had one

gripe. At both stations, there's a two-person 
seal, but a cen Lraily positioned steering wl ieel 
prevents two adults from sitting side by side. 

The salon seems to be made for tin- 
way Americans entertain. In addition to 
the one in the galley adjacent to the lower 
helm, there's a second refrigerator, plus a 
separate freezer, in the portside cabinets 
aft. You don't usually find this much cold 
stowage on a 45- footer. The retracting 
flatscreen TV is across from the starboard- 
side lounge. If you prefer to wind down in 
the cockpit but still covet privacy; you'll like 
the three-position shade, which pulls down 
from the overhead and secures in three 
locations on die cool-looking composite 
rear flying bridge supports. 

Primary access to the engine com- 
partment is via a hatch in the cockpit 
sole. The genset is forward to port; the 
water heater, air-conditioning compressor 
and Besenzoni hydraulic pump are in a 
row outboard of the starboard engine. 



Accessories installed on the transom are 
easy to reach, but I'd relocate die fuel/ 
water separators for the engines and 
generator from their current position, 
which is far forward on each side of die 
compartment. Owners might be reluctant 
to crawl up there to maintain them. 

Sessa offers the Flv 45 with a choice 
of general arrangement plans. If you go 
with three staterooms, the galley is on 
the salon level. My test boat featured this 

■ 

option, and one of the after staterooms 
(both have two single berths) converts to 
a single queen. The forward master cabin 
has twin hanging lockers, plus stowage 
drawers in the base of the queen-size 
island berth. 

Both the day and master heads have 
folding acrylic shower doors. A cover folds 
down over the commode in each area, so 
a person can sit down while showering. 
I also noted that each head had an air- 
conditioning duct, which will quickly get 
rid of vapor that collects on the surfaces. 

Sessa builds the Fly 15 with a solid- 
fiberglass bottom and foam coring in the 
topsides, stringers and deck. The hull and 
deck are bonded, screwed and then sealed 
with fiberglass tabbing around the interior 
perimeter This vessel is homologated 
in Europe's Category B for recreational 
boats, which means it needs to withstand 
40-knol winds and 13-foot seas. 

Stylish inside and out, roomy and 
comfortable, the Sessa Marine Fly 45 
gives buyers another worthy alternative 
in this popular segment of the market. □

Only in Oxford Small-town 
hospitality saves a cover shoot and 
shows a great town at its best.

f you ever need something, you'll get it here 
in Oxford/ 1 promised dockmaster Kim 
H Gauthier ol Maer's Yacht Club in Oxford, 
Maryland. The phrase sums up my recent 
experience in diis quaint town on the Chesa- 
peake's Eastern Shore. 

Situated in the shadows of Annapolis, 
Baltimore and St. Michaels, die relatively 
sleepy town oi Oxford is easy i<> miss when 
you're cruising through the Chesapeake. 
Home to only a few hundred permanent residents, 
Oxford has a handful of restaurants, a half-dozen 
mannas and little in the way of shopping, which all 
contribute to its cloak of invisibility: But make no 
mistake: What this salty town lacks in quantity it 
makes up for in quality. 

Oxford is one of America's oldest towns, and it 
remains rich in 1 8th- and 1 9th-century charm. As I 
walked from Maer's Yacht Club along North Morris 
Street, the town's main road, I passed dozens of 
charming historic homes. A rocking chair graced 
almost every porch. My natural skepticism made 
me wonder if behind these colorful dwellings, with 
their circa 1820s plaques, I would find a Starbucks, 
a Super Will-Mart and a chain of fast-food joints. 

I had just passed the Oxford General Store when 
the owner recognizing a new face rode up to 
me on his bicycle and struck up a conversation. We 
chatted for a while, as if we had known each other 
for years. I marched on for another 30 minutes 
and found more friendly people waving from their 
porches. If there was a Wal-Mart, it was well hidden. 

Gauthier had recommended dinner and 
drinks that night at Schooners, a popular seafood 
restaurant a short walk from the yacht club. Tt 
specializes in the catch of the day and offers 
panoramic views of die harbor and marshland 
behind it, so it's a popular spot. 

Thirst)' from my walk, I arrived early and ordered 
a beer. When a 1 0-ounce can of Buclweiser (instead 
oi* the 12-ounce can I'm used to at home) was pushed 
across the bar, the locals immediately recognized my 
surprise and asked where I was from. Conversation 
(lowed until Yachting's ait director, Dave Pollard,

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but told him about the predicament that 
demanded our attention. He immediately 
insisted that we use his boat for the shoot. 
This total stranger agreed to get up at the 
crack of dawn and lake three people he had 
never met out on his boal without even a 
thought of compensation. The armor of my 



skepticism slipped of!" and crashed to tire 
floor. I could have hugged him. 

We decided that w e would meet at first 
light to begin shooting. Like any deal forged 
at die bottom of a once-full glass, I worried 
about this one: Would Kearn show? 

I shouldn't have been concerned 
because, die next morning, our new friend 
was not only early to the boat but he also 
brought along a pot of hot coffee and 
two fresh loaves of his wife's homemade 
banana bread. My last misgivings melted 
just as the sun poked its head over die 
horizon and into a new day. 

But banana bread bliss quickly 
dissipated when Ream's boat refused 
to start. I was mentally drafting for our 
editor an explanation of what went 
wrong when Kearn called a friend to 
take a look at the engine. "Wayne is 
coming; he'll be here in 15 minutes," he 
told me. 

Sure enough, exacdy 15 minutes later, 
Wayne came around the bend in his 
wooden crab boat — it was decorated 
with a dead heron mounted on the bow 
like a hood ornament and large Anheuser- 
Busch decals on the hull. Wayne is a 



lifelong Maryland waterman and a local 
legend. With leathery skin, a faded flannel 
shirt and a stern glare, he immediately 
reminded me of Quint from Jaws, and I 
fell very much like Hooper. 

A few pokes and prods to the engine 
and Wayne had it up and running. Before 
we could express our gratitude, he jumped 
back into his boal and was off in search of 
a great white shark, er, I mean crabs. 

"That is just the way people are here; 
everyone looks out for everyone and i>s 
quick to offer a helping hand," Kearn 
said. "We're a family down here." 

This sense of friendliness and Southern 
hospitality can be found throughout die town. 
On summer nights, community members 
get together on the Oxfbrd-Bellevue terry, 
which is believed to be die oldest private 
feny in the nation. They do this not because 
they need to gel somewhere but because they 
enjoy being together to watch die sun set 
over die Chesapeake from die water. 

As I sat on the dock and witched 
watermen unload their catches the same 
way diey have done for a hundred years, 
I realized that Oxford is no facade; it's as 
authentic as it gets.3

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Marblehead, MA A 

With more than three times the nominations of any other place, the residents of this small nautical town 
have a lot of passion. This 4,5-square-mile peninsula separates Salem Harbor from Massachusetts Bay. 
Located just 12 miles north of Boston, it feels a world away with a slower pace and a much lower volume. 

Marblehead is considered by local historians to be the birthplace of the United States Navy, and 
it played a pivotal role in the Revolutionary War. The residents' pride for their town's service in the 
Revolution is still strong and hard not to notice. Walk a hundred yards from one of Marblehead 's many 
marinas and you will immediately spot signs of the town's Colonial past. From narrow and winding roads 
that, form a. web throughout the town, to the red brick storefronts built to fit the roads, Marblehead still 
has the authentic feel of Colonial America.

Boothbay, ME^ 

Boothbay Harbor bills itself as "The 
Boating Capital of New England." 
This deep-water harbor in Maine's 
midcoast region is home to countless 
sailboats, fishing boats and several dozen 
excursion vessels for exploring the region, 
which may be most famous as home of the 
Friendship Sloop, Maine's original lobster 
boat and an enduring design. 

Balmy Days Cruises on Pier 8 can lake 
vou on a harbor tour or an hour and a 
half trip that takes in Southport Island, 
Capitol Island, Mouse Island. Ram Island 
Light and Burnt Island Light. It also offers 
outings to Monhegan Island, famous as 
an artist's colony, about a dozen miles 
offshore. (If you can stay a night and want 
to splurge, the grand, old Island Inn on 
Monhegan is well worth the trip.) 

Whale-watching and seal-witching 
cruises, Atlantic puffin excursions and 
fishing charters are available through 
Cap'n Fish and Capt. Ron's cruises in 
Boothbay Harbor, and you can also 
rent kayaks and explore the shore more 
personally. But if you came by boat you 
may be ready to simply wander die streets 
full of weathered charm and explore some 
dining, shopping and land-based day trips. 

Get a seat on the roof terrace at 
Boat House Bistro Tapas Lounge & 
Restaurant. Its name is too long, but 
the view is fantastic and the food, as 
the name suggests, is locally influenced 
international cuisine that's top-notch. 
The Lobster Dock is good for the region's 
specialty, and if you want something 
different, try the Tugboat Inn Restaurant, 
which serves great, basic food in yes 
a setting that's part tugboat. (Try the 
blueberry pie.) 

Historic Bath and the Maine Maritime 
Museum make a great side uip; die 
Pcmaquid Point Lighthouse is a dramatic 
beauty; Damariscotla is an incredibly 
charming town; and the Famsworth Art 
Museum in Rockland has an impressive 
collection of Homers, WVcths and other 
Maine-inspired artists. 

If you drop in to Boothbay Harbor, 
you're likely to find more than enough here 
to fill a vacation - or a lifetime.

Welcome signs announce that yon are entering Sidney-by- 
the-Sea, a charming little city on the Saanich Peninsula 
at the southern tip of Vancouver Island. Guarded by the Gulf 
Islands on the Canadian side of the Salish Sea and the San 
Juan Islands on the American side, Sidney treats its residents to 
stunning views of the Cascade Mountains in British Columbia 
and the Olympic Mountains on die eponymous peninsula in 
Washington State. Modern, friendly marinas and a nearly 
endless variety of destinations among the islands, as well as 
the mainland, make this place an irresistible home port.

Annapolis, MD 




At the literal and metaphorical center of Chesapeake Bay lies Annapolis. It's 
home to nearly a dozen marinas that all put you in the center of the city, but die 
Annapolis Yacht Basin places you directly in the aorta. Depending on which slip you 
get, you may be only feet away from bustling Main Street High-speed fuel pumps, 
Wi-Fi access and immaculate amenities make for a comfortable extended stay. 

There are plenty of dining options within walking distance too. Cafe Normandie 
and Luna Blu Ristorante Italiano have both received high praise for their ability to 
deliver both European ambience and flavor. IF a bucket of blue crab claws and cold 
beer is more your speed, you've come to die right place. Can tier's Riverside Inn and 
Mike's Crab House arc popular local spots. 

For those who arrive in tills port under power, the schooner Woodwind cruises 
provide a breath of fresh air while you pass a backdrop of lighthouses and the setting 
sun. There are always cultural offerings and, of course, the U.S. Naval Academy.

If you're an equine 
enthusiast, nearby Carrot Island is home 
to wild horses, which can be seen from 
the town's boardwalk. 

However, you should stop in at your 
own risk because, as Elizabeth Barrow, 
director of local public relations at 
Crystal Coast Tourism Authority, told 
us, "Upon arrival, you get a taste of real 
Southern hospitality that will make you 
want to stay!" (You've been warned." 
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Sag Harbor, NY A 

If there's a lovelier town than Sag Harbor, 
New York, we haven't seen it. For years, 
this old whaling port on the south fork 
of Long Island's east end was favored by 
artists and writers and often referred to as 
"the un-Hampton," for its lack of Hash in 
comparison to other towns in the region. 

Iiocaied on the west side of 1 ,ong Island's 
south fork, Sag Harbor Bay connects to 
Gardiners Bay and Long Island Sound. 
Approaching from Gardiners Bay, mariners 
should stay within the deep-water channel 
passing west of Cedar Point and lake care 
not ro round the breakwater too sharply 
because the water is only six feet deep 
closer to the wall. As vou enter. vou'U see the 
town dock straight ahead, which provides 
transient space and moorings for rent The 
town runs a launch in the summer months. 

Sag Harbor offers many wonderful 
dining options. A couple of our longtime 
favorites are Corner Bar, famous for its 
burgers and mussels, and the consistently 
delicious and friendly Dockside Bar & 
Grill. If you're looking for something 
more elegant or a bed on land for a 
couple of nights, try the American Hotel. 
In the mood for an after-dinner walk? 
You're in luck! Stroll up Main Street and 
bear right to pass the local library and the 
Whaling Museum. There are some fine 
larger houses on Main Street that once 
belonged to whaling captains. Any of 
the side streets you pass will charm you 
with smaller saltboxcs and Greek Revival 
homes. If you must have crashing surf 
and a little contact with the glitterati, 
you're only five miles away from Route 
27, the backbone that runs through that 
Hamptons. But ... ehhh. Who needs it 
when you're in a spot like Sag Harbor?

In addition to the Navy's activities, San Diego is a busy commercial port, so 
yachtsmen have to stay alert. The bay is about 47 square miles in size and oilers 
plenty of water for boating outside the high- traffic areas. Anyone with a serious urge 
to cruise may head north to the Channel Islands off Los Angeles or south to Cabo 
San Lucas at the tip of the Baja Peninsula.

Native Americans originally called South Haven .\i-Ao- 
Mnfg, which translates into "beautiful sunsets.""' That alone 
seems reason enough to sail into this harbor for a spell. Many 
other nearby waterfront communities are about a 20-minute 
cruise to access I*ike Michigan, whereas South Haven is only 
about five to 10 minutes away: Then there are the more than 
229 available boat slips that can handle vessels up to 60 feet 
overall length at four municipal marinas (sou lh-hfwen.com/ 
paoes/inannns/lroiisienl_shp_T(ilesJihnf). You'll want to break out 
the camera as you enter the harbor, because you'll notice what 
the locals call the "world famous" 1 10-ycar-old lighthouse. And 
just about anything you'd want to do is within walking distance of 
your vessel. There are seven public beaches, a bike trail, a movie 
theater, museums and a slew of restaurants and pubs, shops, 
hotels and bed-and-breakfasts. 

Lisa Shanley, executive director of the South Haven Van 
Buren Counlv Convention & Visitors Bureau, savs South 
Haven hosts a newly established Michigan section of U.S. 
Bike Route 35 that runs through the area from the north and 
south. There is also the well-known 34-mile Kal-Haven trail, 
a former railroad line. But don't fret if you forget your bike; 
rentals are available. 

After you've filled yourself at one of coundess lakeside 
eateries, you may want to check out the Michigan Maritime 
Museum, which is home to the replica tall ship Friends Good 
lilll (830 to $10 for a two-hour cruise). You can also head out 
on a Pirate Chaser Adventure Sail, where the crew get into 
their pirate gear and take you on a voyage. If that isn't enough 
for the day, visit the Lindy Lou, a river launch replica thai is 
electric-powered. Naval historians may want to visit South 
Haven's newest attraction, War on the Great Lakes, which is a 
tribute to the War of 1812. 

Whether you're stopping by for the bikes, ships, shops, bed- 
and-breakfasts, the lighthouse or the beautiful sunsets, South 
Haven is a town that should go on your cruising short list. 
Could 2 million visitors a year be wrong?

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"Victor, are you ready to start the engines?" 

I asked the captain. 

"They're running," , lie replied. 

I soon discovered that, even under way, die Fleming 78 was so 
quiet and free of vibration that we had to open the pilothouse door 
to hear any significant noise and what we heard was die sweet 
sound of water, parted by the ship's bulbous bow; gently flowing aft. 

Flemings are known for their whisper-quiet, smooth ride, but 
the 78 evolved from the builder's previous flagship 75-footer 
sets new standards in noise suppression. "The owner was 
very keen that his new Fleming be as quiet as possible," said 
Duncan Cowie, the man now running this 25-year-old company, 
along with engineer Adi Shard, founder Tony Fleming's 
nephew. "We installed nearly 100 additional sheets of lead foam 
insulation throughout the boat." Bulkheads were thickened to 
accommodate the extra lead insulation. 

Also contributing to the ship's quietness are the new V-8 
common-rail 1 ,000-horsepower MAN diesel engines instead of 
the normally specified 1 ,550-horsepower MANs. "The owner, a 
very experienced yachtsman who has owned a Fleming 65 and 
a much larger expedition-style yacht, prefers cruising in the 8- 
to 1 0-knot range, so these engines are ideally matched to this 
particular 78, providing an especially quiet ride," Cowie added. 
An Aquadrive anti-vibration system allows the engines to be soft- 
mounted, even further reducing noise and vibration. 

Cowie told me that the bulbous bow and additional waterline 
length, created by extending the hull beneath the swim platform, 
have improv ed fuel efficiency over the Fleming 75 by 13 percent 
at 8 knots and 10 percent at 9 knots. "A bulbous bow has an 
optimum performance range of just plus or minus 3 knots, so 
this particular bulb design is different from the ones on the next 
78s meant to cruise at higher speeds." Top speed on this 78 
is 16.1 knots versus the 22 to 23 knots projected for die more 
powerful standard models. 

This yacht's solid fiberglass hull is hand-laid and reinforced 
with interlocking frames and full-length stringers for superior 
stiffness and strength. Having fallen off breaking seas into 20-foot 
troughs while accompanying Tony Fleming aboard his Fleming 
65 during a voyage to Iceland, I can attest to the integrity of the 
builder's robust construction. 

Vinylester resins, first used by Fleming below the waterline to 
resist osmotic blistering, are now used throughout, eliminating 
fabric print-through and creating an excellent fiberglass finish. 
Indeed, the new 78 will turn heads with her traditional good 
looks. Even with a dual-level flying bridge, she has a relatively 
low profile, a longtime signature of the brand. 

Setting her apart from her smaller siblings is the fact that the 78 
provides private accommodations for the crew. The area includes a 
double and single berth, a large head with shower and a seating area 
with desk. A microwave, refrigerator and TV provide the captain 
with comfortable quarters, and the ship's monitoring system allows 
him to keep talis on the yacht when he isn't at the helm. 

The degree to which the yard will accommodate special 
requests and custom touches is evident in this 78. First, die owner 
chose not to have access to the master stateroom from the main 
salon, but only from the pilothouse's spiral stairway. Subsequent 
78s will have the standard straight stairway from the starboard 
side of the main salon. Second, traditional V-berths, instead of 
a centerline island berth, in the forward guest stateroom give the 
cabin more floor space room to si and and dress and an

increase in flexibility when friends and family cruise aboard. This 
cabin has its own head and shower. A second guest stateroom 
features twin berths, plus a private head and shower. Additional 
sound-deadening material, extra-thick bulkheads and a full- 
width fuel tank between the machinery 7 space and the living area 
turn each stateroom into a quiet sanctuary: 

In the tradition of a shore-side family room, the spacious salon 
features a dedicated dining area adjacent to the fully equipped 
galley. This particular yacht had an amazing army of home- 
theater and satellite TV components, so if the guests do not want 
to watch what is playing on the big screen, they can retire to their 
staterooms or to die flying bridge and watch a program of their 
choosing on a 1A ; monitor fed by an individual satellite receiver. 

Like all Flemings, the 78 boasts a true pilothouse separated 
from the main living area, a feature that speaks to the serious 
voyager and sets her apart from a number of her competitors. 
The captain and navigator will appreciate the twin Stidd helm 
chairs, large and easy-to-reach electronics console, generous 
chart workspace and easy-access electrical panels. A peek behind 
these panels reveals properly harnessed and identified wiring 
runs and meticulously dressed connections. A day-head, a settee 
with a dining table and a drop-down pilot berth allow the on- 
watch crew to lend to business without disturbing those who are 
oil-watch in the salon, galley or staterooms. 

This well-thought-out flexibility extends to the outdoors. The 
dual-level flying bridge provides an upper helm, which features 
an electrically operated electronics console that can be lowered 
when the boat's in port and the focus is on R&R. Her centerline 
helm is properly elevated to allow good forward vision, and there 
is a forward-facing double seat on each side of the helm chair, 
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ideal for those who want to join the captain while the yacht is 
under way. An adjustable double-lounge platform is positioned 
across from (he outdoor widescreen TV 

Four steps down, the lower bridge sports a wet bar, barbecue 
grill, refrigerator, ice maker, dining table and settee. A hardtop 
and glass curtains protect both the upper and lower bridge areas. 
Aft is the boat deck where the owner's Boston Whaler is stowed, 
and where an additional control station provides excellent 
visibility when backing into a slip. 

Below, abaft the entrance to the main salon, a protected lower 
deck area with dining table and settee gives guests an ideal place 
to gather and watch the world go by. All of these areas, each on a 
separate level, make it possible for guests and family to find their 
own space during long cruises. If one just w ants to get away from 
the crowd or conversation, they'll find plenty of areas to do so. 

Beyond all the comfort, luxuiy and beauty of the Fleming 78 is 
an engineering masterpiece. A leisurely walk around the engine

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The scene at Harbour Towne Marina 



was reminiscent of a Discovery Channel special on worker 
bees, and this was an active hive. In every direction that I 
looked I saw both large and small vessels on the hard and in 
various states of refit and repair. The air was full of the sound 
of wheels grinding away and hi-los moving about as a wickedly 
sunny hot, early south Florida morning unfolded. In the neatly 
arranged slips that outline this massive Dania Beach, Florida, 
facility, a cadre of new boats waited like beauty queens longing 
to hear their names called. With so many choices for my eyes to 
see and my brain to register, I was bordering on a blissful state 
of boat-watching overload. But then one craft caught my full 
attention, the Cranchi M40 ST. 

Her profile at once striking and refined sports a 
raked forward windshield, which provides this Italian-import 
express cruiser with a sense of motion even wiien she's idle. 
That forward window's expanse, winch is just momentarily 
interrupted by supporting mullions at the corners of the 
fiberglass superstructure, offers the helmsman an unimpeded 
view forward while getting on plane and motoring along at 
all speeds. Equally clean vistas can be found through the side 
windows. (I later discovered a brief inboard sight-line loss 
during some hard-over turns made at speed, which is the result 
of this deep-V vessel's moderate inside heel. The takeaway here 
is to look to your inboard and outboard sides before making 
these types of maneuvers because the M 10 is so much fun to 
drive you'll want to slalom her across die sea like a skier cutting 
through gates.) 

This cruiser's nimble nature can be attributed, in part, to her 
sterndrive power-plant configuration; my lest vessel was outfitted 
with optional Volvo Penta 330-horsepower D6 six-cylinder 
diesels (300 hp Volvo Penta D6s are standard) matched up to 
DP Duoprop drives. During my wheel time, I noted that these 
motors spooled up in rapid fashion, getting die M40 over the 
hump and on plane seemingly instantaneously, and a moment 
later she was olf to the races. 

At wide-open throttle (3/250 rpm per her analog gauges), she 
hit a watch-the-hat-on-your-head top average speed of 33.2 
knots while the motors burned a total of 30 gph. Considering 
her standard 264-gallon fuel capacity and accounting for a 10 
percent reserve, the M40 can cruise for about 263 nautical 
miles (or 1.11 nmpg'j at this velocity. If the ocean conditions 
were calmer (four-plus-footers greeted us outside the inlet;, 
I'd have been tempted to shoot across the Gulf Stream for a 
grouper sandwich in Bimini. Alter all, it would've taken me 
only about 90 minutes to get there. (Editors note: The M40's 
Volvos are rated at 3,500 rpm but sea conditions precluded our 
crew from running speed trials in open water. Because we had 
limited real estate to operate the performance part of the test, 
the builder reported that she couldn't be fully trimmed out and 
her motors' rated rpm and top speed realized. Cranchi says her 
WOT speed should be 37 knots.) 

This boat runs most efficiendy while the motors are turning 
2/250 rpm. Here she sports a comfortable 23-knol cruise speed 



with those diesels sipping 1 8 gallons per hour for 1 .28 nmpg and 
a range of 304 nautical miles. 

The power plants are readily serviced via die tender garage, 
which is comprised of Kevlar and carbon fiber, contributing to diis 
vessel's lightweight strength. (Her hull is fabricated from fiberglass 
that is reinforced with Kevlar.) Daily checks can be accomplished 
via an access hatch in the teak-covered cockpit sole. 

My test vessel was also equipped with a joystick control 
system, which is standard on the M40. I've had the opportunity 
to handle a variety of pod-type and jet-drive-stick systems over 
the years and noted that this sterndrive one is quite robust. 

There are two settings for the sterndrive, each one with a 
particular rpm limit set at the touch of a button on the base 

The builder uses carbon fiber and Kevlar, for strength and lightness, 
when constructing items such as the tender's garage hatch. The 
teak-covered swim platform is big enough for lounge chairs. 
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of the stick. In my past experiences, I preferred to go w ith the 
higher setting more times than not because I like knowing I can 
really lean into it when I want it or need it to counter wind and/ 
or current. I started off on die M 10 with the system settled in at 
the higher rpm position out of habit, but I soon found myself 
overcompensating on input. (See u TryingToo Hard."*) I decided 
to bring it back to the lower rpm setting, which reduced my 
initial monkey moves. 

One thing that i'alls into place without any adjustment is 
the M40's layout, both on the bridge deck and belowdecks. 
With her starboard-side U-shape cockpit seating area lor six 
to eight guests within reach of the wet bar, two more sealing 
areas a step away and the helm forward all within earshot, 
this is an alfresco setup for days and nights on the hook with 
friends (and maybe some rum too). Pull back that retractable 
soft top (the ST in M IO ST), and everyone can work on a tan 
while under way. 

The same effective use of space is found belowdecks. Those 
sterndrives are set far enough aft to enable Cranchi to fit in a 
lull-beam (13-foot-3-inch) stateroom under the helm/cockpil 



area. My test boat's space wa.s equipped with three single berths, 
which makes it an ideal spot for the kids. Her forepeak master 
stateroom is outfitted with a step-up queen-size berth. Add the 
two en suite heads to these sleep areas, and a family of five can 
cruise comfortably for weekends or longer. A cozv sallev here 
allows for simple meals, and a lounge across from it looks a like a 
good place for rainy-day reading. Thanks to that large overhead 
windshield, natural light floods in from above and eliminates any 
cavelike feeling.

If 
you're seeking a family weekender, ihis cruiser offers room 
for everyone, literally.

That's a lot of pros for 
potential buyers. The only con may be finding all the time 
you want to spend on board. □

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The name Isabel means God's promise. Lsobel is the Scottish 
variant and also the name of a 75-foot sloop designed by 
Stephens Waring Yacht Design and cold-molded by the skillful 
craftsmen at Brooklin Boat Yard. I don't know if she's God's 
promise, but she's a fast and captivating yacht. 

I sailed aboard lsobel on the first day of racing at the 
Penobscot Bay Rendezvous in August 201 1. Our crew gathered 
at Wayfarer Marine, across die harbor from the Camden Yacht 
Club, in Camden, Maine. Isabel rested undisturbed, starboard 
side-to beneath the shadow of the clubhouse. In the morning 
light, her silvery paint shone like a brazen hussy's sparkling eye 
shadow. Bearing a certain resemblance to the Bristol Channel 
pilot cutters of the 19th century, her defiant plumb stem and 
elegant counter stern vied for attention while the admiring 
public wondered if they should love lsobel or fear her. Had T been 
sailing aboard another boat in her class, I'd have suffered equal 
doses of those emotions. 

Although the Penobscot Bay Rendezvous (PBR) is more party 
than serious competition, Richard Schotte, the owner of IsabeL left 
no doubt that he wanted to win. So did designers Bob Stephens 
and Paul Waring, both of whom complained about the yachts 
rating. She had to give away a basket-load of minutes to the next- 
highest-rated boat — likely loo many to recoup. Fog and veiy 
light air delayed the stait, and the race committee sent us chasing 
patches of breeze all over the bay. Slippery Isabel^ though, didn't 
mind the weak wind - she was able to sail very near true wind 
speed while other boats drifted, sails rattling. 

We raced well. Schotte drove, Stephens called tactics and 
trimmed die gennaker, Waring seemed to be everywhere at once 
and trimmed the main, and 1 shared trimming responsibilities on 
the jib with two other members of the crew. Although we were first 



over the line, we left a few of our handicap minutes in the basket. 
'Hie J 124 War Bride won on corrected time. Prior to the PBR, 
though, lsobel had won the Eggemoggin Reach Regatta. Spirit of 
Tradition Class B, on corrected lime. What's remarkable is that, in 
spite of her prowess on the racecourse, she is more cruising yacht 
than race boat a compromise that satisfies Schotte's love of 
racing and his wife's preference for cruising. My brief time aboard 
led me to believe that neither partner had to relinquish much. 

Isabel races with a crew of eight, but Stephens Waring designed 
her for easy short-handed sailing in cruising mode, 'lb that end, the 
design team gave her a simple fractional rig. Three sets of spreaders, 
raked at 27 degrees, keep the mast in column and preclude the 
need for running backstays in average sailing conditions, though 
runners support die mast when die yacht reaches or sails deep 
angles off the wind under die asymmetrical spinnaker. The flattop 
mainsail has full-length battens, and it sheets to an electric winch 
atop a pedestal on die centerline just forward of die twin steering 
wheels, within easy reach of the helmsman. Lazy jacks mind die 
sail as it descends to the wide boom. 

"One of the unexpected benefits of the square-top main," 
Stephens said, "is that its leech is so vertical you don't have to move 
much when [lulling it aft to flake it - pretty much just stand on the 
saloon roof and Hake it. It's an easy step up over the windshield, 
;m<l 1 1 in) I lie booms a! waisi height." 

The Harken switch-track system aboard Isabel automatically 
guides the batten cars onto two backs during the final few feet of 
the descent, reducing the stack height by half. A flattop mainsail 
with a traditional headboard adds to the labor of furling the 
sail. The crew normally disconnects the headboard from the 
carriage and removes die "gaff" batten, which lets die head of 
the sail fold into the stack. Doyle Sailmakers' patented Anomaly

system lets the Hilltop main drop away from the headboard when 
die halyard goes slack. Hoisting die sail automatically pulls the 
headboard onto the carriage, and a toggle locks it into place. 
Under way, the mainsail twists off at the top to spill gusts. In 
theory, this should allow the yacht to cany the full main for 
a longer period of lime in gusty winds. We didn't experience 
anything remotely similar to gusty, so I can't confirm the claim. 

Electric primary winches reside just abaft the cockpit benches, 
the manual secondaries closer to the wheels. Tf the helmsman 
were on watch alone and steering with die autopilot set to follow 
a compass course, she could easily step forward to ease or trim 
the headsail and main to compensate for shifting wind direction. 
"The secondaries are essentially utility winches," Stephens said. 
Chores delegated 10 ihese manual winches: run second sheets for 
the headsails, move the lead outboard for power reaching, and 
tension the miming backstays. 

The jib sheets to a car on an adjustable track atop the outboard 
edge of the mink cabin, port and starboard. This location permits 
a very narrow sheeting angle (8 degrees) and high sailing angles 
to windward. "Under the huge square-top mainsail and blade jib 
only, we quickly reached wind speed/' Stephens said about his eady 
sea trials, "sell ling in at a steady 9-plus knots in 11 knots of true at 
an apparent wind angle of about 26 degrees."' From the recessed

tracks, the sheets run aft via conduits to the primary winches. 

Aboard a yacht of IsobeT s length, hydraulic sail-handling gear 
has become very popular, but Stephens Waring and Schotte look 
a different tack. (i We designed die sailing systems specifically 
to avoid the issues that come with large, complex hydraulic 
systems: excess weight, loss of power when running multiple 
functions simultaneously and, most important, complexity and 
maintenance headaches," Stephens explained. All of the heavy

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loads the w inches. Purler and windlass - use electrical power. 
The individual electric motors are heavy, but die design team 
realized a net reduction in weight over a fully hydraulic system. 
A low-volume hydraulic system powers the vang, Cunningham, 
outhaul and tilting Pootrests at the helm. 

"When multiple functions are called for, like rounding die 
windward mark and Riding the jib while setting the kite and 
trimming the main/' Stephens said, ''instead of a hydraulic pack 
bogging down and slowing the rotation of each winch, Isobefa 
burly lithium batteries pump plenty of juice to each electric 
motor." When something goes wrong, the crew doesn't have to 
dig into a complex logic board to find the fault, because each 
motor's wiring is independent and easy to troubleshoot. 

IsobeP s light, accurate and quick steering and her immediate 
response to the wheel captivated me. She felt much smaller 



than her neariy 69 feet of length on deck, because she's light 
and relatively narrow. This responsiveness comes from the 
rocker in her shallow underbody, and the efficient rudder. Nicely 
distributed volume below the datum waterline and fair sections 
let her slip through the water, leaving very little evidence of her 
passage. This lovely bottom defies the rules for displacement 
hulls: She'll easily exceed her theoretical hull speed of 10.13 
knots in relatively calm seas and a fresh breeze. 

Keeping focused on her primary mission of cruising, the 
design team divided the cockpit into the business end, aft, and 
the pleasure end, forward of die primary winches. Benches 
and a drop-leaf tabic let guests mingle, have snacks, sip drinks, 
remain clear of the working crew and still be in on the action 
— vicariously. The coachroof extends aft, port and starboard, 
to shelter the benches over the forward third of their length. 
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Square-top mainsails aren't only for racing. 

Square-top, flattop, fathead — whichever handle you want to 
give it, the current crop of mainsails growing from the rigs of 
Volvo 70s, Open 60s and the frighteningly fast offshore multi- 
hull record-seekers have definite advantages for lightweight 
cruising monohulls. 

I spoke with Bob Stephens about why he and his partner 
Paul Waring selected a square-top mainsail for \sobel 

"All the top race boats are using it," Stephens said. "Amer- 
ica's Cup boats were using it 10 years ago, and catamarans 
have been using it for years, of course, because they haven't 
been trapped in this standing backstay requirement." 

When the Bermuda rig (triangular mainsail) replaced the 
gaff rig as the norm early in the 20th century, designers discov- 
ered that they could beat the rating penalty imposed on large 
mainsails by reducing the area of that sail and gaining it back 
via a large overlapping headsail — the genoa jib. An adjust- 
able fixed backstay allowed the crew to compensate for the 
flexibility of the mast and hull, keeping the headsail's luff from 
sagging and ruining its shape. The post 12 Meter America's 
Cup boats adopted the fathead mainsail and used running 
backstays to keep tension on the forestay. Multihulls relied on 
a wide staying base to tend their rotating masts. 

"Nowadays," Stephens said, "nobody's trapped within that 
standing backstay requirement, because the evolution of ma- 
terials allows us to build boats without backstays." He's talk- 
ing about the remarkably stiff hulls modern composites per- 
mit and the broad range of stiffness/flexibility characteristics 
manufacturers can build into carbon masts. 

"We've discovered in using it in boats that are not out there 
on the edge of high performance that it has great objective per- 
formance characteristics," Stephens said — measurable advan- 
tages created by the favorable lift-to-drag ratio. "It also makes 
the boat easier and more pleasant to sail, because it is essentially 
self-de-powering." To a cruising sailor, these subjective charac- 
teristics may mean more than the gain in speed. 

"It's got such a lot of sail area up high," Stephens said, "and 
when a puff hits the boat it pushes hard on the leech of the 
sail. The sail twists open and spills that puff. It sort of automati- 
cally tunes itself to the right amount of twist." The crew work- 
ing a triangular rig would normally dump the traveler and blow 
the mainsail, allowing it to twist off and the boat to continue 
sailing at or near her optimum angle of heel. Isobel's flattop 
main doesn't demand any action from her crew — she stays 
on her feet and simply accelerates.

I banged my head twice on that structure as I exited the 
companionway, but a taller person likely won't suffer the same 
fate, because the extensions will be at eye level. 

Yachts express themselves in much the same way humans do 
via the shapes, colors, actions and moods thai comprise one's 
character. IsobeF s simple exterior appearance suggests an honest 
and straightforward approach to sailing fast without taxing 
her crew. Her interior, on the other hand, is pure soul. Dune 
by Maitha Coolidge Design in collaboration with the owners, 
the arrangement Hows uninterrupted from companionway to

forepeak. Natural light from the deckhouse windows and an 
array of four hatches arranged in the shape of a cross abaft the 
mast set the bird's-eye maple joinery aglow. The white tongue- 
in-groove overhead further brightens the interior. Coolidge used 
backsplashes behind the stove and sink made of small, square 
stainless-steel tiles. The sink is huge ktrge enough for washing 
pots and pans without bathing the sole in soapy water. 

Isabel may seem small for her length, but that's a big part 
of her appeal. Her thoughtfully and artfully designed interior 
made me want to move aboard. Had she been beamier and 
more spacious she'd have given up a lot of her soul. Easy lo 
sail, full of aesthetic character, cozy and welcoming below 
where 's the compromise? □

CUSTOM EXPEDITION YACHT FOR WORLD TRAVEL.

was piloting Aquila, a custom Northern Marine 64, 
through die deep, dark waters of the Guemes Channel 
off Anacortes. Washington, and although I was far from 
rnv familiar East Coast waterways, I was confident in 
- the knowledge that I was transiting on a vessel born 
for passagemaking. She's a purpose-built expedition yacht that 
encourages a helmsman to point her in any direction and just go. 
And this (54 is unlike any that haw come before her. 

"We've revamped our approach over the last few years of what 
I call a young company,*' Northern Marine's president, Andy 
McDonald, told me as we zipped up our fleece parkas against 
the cold air's bite. Northern Marine encourages each owner to 
participate in his project. And Aquila\ owner, Todd Taricco, was 
very involved with his yacht's build. "It makes it easier to get lots of 
fresh ideas from our designers and workers. In the end, that means 
we are constantly working to improve the process and, thereby; the 
product." On past 64s, a more traditional approach resulted in a 
general arrangement of four staterooms and lour heads below; 
entertaining, dining areas and pilothouse on the main deck; space 
topside for the bridge, tender and crane. 

"With this particular project, and given Aquihis commercial 
dive/ charter /expedition yacht profile, widi the ability to operate 
in both U.S. and foreign waters and to cany paying passengers in 
international waters, the design was a bit more specific," Taricco 
said. "Andy and I made efficiency and energy-saving a priority" 

Aquila is the 10th 64 in what has become known as Northern 
Marine's Aquila Class. "On this project the engineering cycle 
was a bit different," Taricco said. "Everything had to be sent 
to Washington, D.C., for approval prior to starting the actual 
build." This 64- is die first to have been designed to comply widi 
the stringent regulations regarding the design, functionality, 
operational efficiency and safety of U.S. Coast Guard Subchapter 
T-class and to be certified as such. 

This electronics suite covers all the contingencies a voyager expects.

Taricco s input helped establish 
Aquila\ character, especially inside. 
Her interior arrangement suits her 
commercial purpose. For example, 
the large salon allows everyone 
to be comfortable after a day of 
diving or exploring; the galley has 
enough stowage space for stores to 
feed everyone aboard while away 
from port for extended periods; the 
engine room is designed for ease 
of operation; and the pilothouse 
is nothing short of a skipper's 
dream.

Fred Kirsch hails from the Chesapeake Bay area, and boating 
has been a major part of his and wife Sharon's lives. When 
they married, they promptly acquired an 18-foot runabout 
and worked their way up to a 36 Chris-Craft Constellation.

enough electrical power to run every appliance. "We've [also] 
got 6 kW of inverters aboard driven by two large alternators 
that eliminate the need to run a genset during most crossings," 
Taricco said. Switching to the smaller generator limits the 
number of appliances the crew may run. The Jacuzzi won't turn 
on, for example. But when the yacht plugs into shore power, 
whether it is in South America, North America or wherever, 
you are good to go. Another compelling facet of the electrical 
system is the sophisticated Allen Bradley programmable logic 
controller, which turns on the til's running lights and any 
pump on the boat; it also monitors current draws and trends 
in exhaust temperatures and performs many other functions. 
"From the electronics to the electricals, we have emergency and 
backup systems backing up the emergency systems." 

Building Aquila was a challenge for McDonald and the Northern 
Marine team and one that they met head-on. The company has 
already integrated some of what it learned into boats on the current 
productioi i Hi le. "We are constai itly lookii ig to improve our processes 
to make as superior a product as possible," McDonald said.

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Rewired Here are the best strategies 
for negotiating an electronics refit. 
By David Schmidt 



he bleeding-edge ("act re- 
mains: Constant and relent- 
less technological innova- 
tion in marine electronics 
often renders top-quality 
electronics obsolete faster 
H than they wear out. Refu- 

ting your yacht's current 
suite Ls one way to keep her 
contemporary and add to 
the pleasure of using her. As with any type of refit, 
you should ask yourself some questions: What lev- 
el of technology is appropriate? What are the best 
ways to manage the refit? How can 1 best "future- 
proof" my boat? And, of course, what's my budget? 

"It used to be a matter of owners wanting die 
latest and greatest," said Larry Sehildwaehter of 
Emerald Harbor Marine {emeyaldharbormaiine.com). 
"Now, it's about function." While Sehildwaehter 
advises that most high-quality electronics will provide 
years of good service, he quickly noted that some 
recent safely and compatibility advancements have 
made upgrading a worthwhile investment. "AVitli 
the addition of ATS and the move toward NMEA 
2000, older equipment is no longer compatible," 
Sehildwaehter said. "If you've got a 10-year-old 
electronics package, little of it is salvageable/' 

If this seems drastic, consider that the Automatic

Identification System (AIS), NMEA 2000 networks 
and DSC-enabled VHF didn't exist on the 
recreational boating scene a decade ago. And 
consider the advancements in existing technology; 
such as radar overlays onto chart plotters or 
multifunction displays (MFDs), or the ability to 
monitor and control instruments and systems via 
third-party wireless devices. Factor in the massive 
advancements in processing speeds, graphics 
and touchscreen interfaces, and the reasons for 
upgrading become obvious. 

The lurking complication, said Cecil Rhodes, 
the owner of a Pacific Seacraft 40 and a Nordhavn 
55, is compatibility. Rhodes wanted to add Class-A 
AIS during his yacht's refit, but Raymarine 
(raymaiine.com) the manufacturer of most of the 
boat's existing equipment didn't make a Class-A 
unit at the lime. He wanted to remain loval to the 
brand, but the circumstances forced him to buy a 
Furuno AIS {furunousa.com) because it provided the 
technology he wanted, plus it was compatible with 
his Ravmarine kit. 

While Rhodes found a fairly simple way to work 
around his AIS conundrum, other owners face 
more complex situations. For example, if a boat is 
equipped with an older MFD or chart plotter, the 
only solution for displaying AIS information may 
be to upgrade to a modern unit. Although this can 
be a potentially involved project, it offers a strong 
value as AIS increases situational awareness and 
makes boating safer. 

KM EA 2000 is another serious reason to upgrade. 
Although most new equipment is compatible with 
the earlier NMEA 0183 protocol, a lot of older 
equipment speaks the N2K language. If an owner 
adds an N2K backbone, his existing (and still 
functional] equipment can't share information with 
the newer instruments via the new infrastructure. 

Refitting to an K2K system will necessitate 
other hardware upgrades, but it will also provide 
increased performance and function. For example, 
since all N2K instrument data is fed from a single 
backbone, it's relatively easy to incorporate wireless 
routers and third-party tablets or smartphones 
into the equation. Sehildwaehter and Smith said 
N2K, AIS and remote monitoring — be it from the 
owner's suite or from Switzerland - are currently 
the biggest drivers of new* business. 

Computer systems are another area of rapid 
technological advancement, so owners should 
expect compatibility issues. "Nowadays, if 
someone wants to upgrade to the latest and 
greatest chart-plotting system, it won't run on a 
computer system that's even two years old, 1 ' Smith 
said. While Moore's law is still dictating the clip at 
which processing power advances, it's interesting to 
note that advancements in chart plotters are also

^'encouraging" owners to upgrade their 
computing systems. Bui with this rapid 
advancement comes a potential pitfall. 
'"1 wanted equipment that would talk 



to each other, and I wanted functionality 
and reliability" said Rhodes, who 
Stressed the importance of enhancing 
die safe operation of his boat, not bells 



and whistles. "Don't be a kid in a candy 
store " he advised. "Don't worry about 
the bleeding edge. You can make things 
too complex." 

Ask around and it becomes obvious 
that selecting die right level of technology 
is as crucial to die refit's outcome as the 
budget and schedule. u l wanted what I call 
e-Mity/ which is electronic ease of use and 
enjoyment," said Mimi Isham, the owner of 
a DeFever 47 diat's being refitted with a new 
chart plotter, sonar, radar, AIS and GPS, 
among other systems. "I want to spend my 
time cruising, not cruising die gear." 

An experienced owner can usually 
fill out a purchase order, but involving a 
professional project manager can be the 
difference between a successful outcome 
and unexpected bills. "Communication 
is really important," said Ryan Davis, an 
independent yacht manager in the Seattle 
area. "Yon need to have somebody at the 
vard a few times a week to make sure that 
the project and the finances arc 
where they need to be." Schildwachter 
and Smith agree that working with an 
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involved client or project manager is far 
preferable to dealing with an absentee 
owner. Rhodes said, however, that owners 
can further their involvement by forging 
strong relationships with the shop crew. 
"Sometimes I show up and buy the crew 
lunch" Rhodes added "It's the besl 
investment you can make.* 1 

Another way to save lime and money 
is to employ what Smith calls "future- 



proofing" Since refits often require panels 
and joinery to be removed, this is a great 
opportunity to add cable runs for future 
equipment. "A lot of times a customer will 
want to do one [NMEA 2000] instrument, 
and I'll push him to install die entire 
NMEA 2000 backbone now" Smith said. 
"Then, as the owner adds equipment, it's 
easier for us and cheaper for them."" 

Finally, you should carefully consider 



when to refit. Schildwachter and Smith 
said that the best time for owners to refit is 
when their plans involve cruising the boat 
for several seasons - time enough to enjoy 
the new gear and amortize the investment. 
The hard reality Schildwachter said, is that 
upgrading the electronics prior to selling a 
boat adds little to its resale value, and it 
often forces die new owner to recustomize 
the package. Others agree. "Why spend a 
million dollars on a boat that doesn't have 
the gear you want?" queried Paul Zimmer 
of S3 Maritime. "Owners are better off 
upgrading their new boat so that it meets 
their expectations."" 

Investing in new electronics breathes 
vitality into any boat, be it your existing 
yacht or a newly acquired vessel. 
Regardless of the yacht's pedigree or 
size, the important elements purchase 
orders, budgets, schedules, relationships 
and work quality are consistent. 
True, complexity varies from project 
to project, but get the right people and 
technology and properly communicate 
your vision (and budget), and chances are 
excellent that you'll enjoy many miles of 
information-rich cruising. Li

FOR BEAUTIFUL BILGES 

Many bilges are designed to funnel water and the fluids 
mixed with it to a bilge pump. This produces foul odors, 
and makes it difficult to identify the source of engine or 
hydraulic leaks. Even boats designed to have dry bilges 
often do not because, absent limber holes, small pools 
of fluids and condensate accumulate in low spots. The 
Bilge Sentry from Delta "T" Systems keeps the bilge dry 
and serves as an early warning for mechanical problems. 
It tests for fluids in up to eight zones at regular intervals, 
pumps out any wet zones and logs the time it took- If 
the system detects a deviation from historical data for 
a particular zone, it alerts the skipper or engineer via a 
color touchscreen monitor.

Yachting: What was your goal when you 
started Prodeco?

Watermaker Woes 

Don't let maintenance 
be your albatross. 
By Vincent Daniello 



dmittedly, Tlie Rime of 
the Ancient Mariner is a 
well-worn allusion in 
water m a ker articles. 
It's also an unlikely 
story today, thanks to 
reverse osmosis equip- 
ment that wrings fresh 
water from the sea. But 
as with the Mariner's 
albatross, killing that watermaker through im- 
proper maintenance can leave shipmates rather 
unhappy. Two service pros offer advice to avoid an 
infamously unhappy fate. 

Of all the mechanical equipment aboard, 
water makers probably require the most operator 
involvement. "Think of a watermaker like a pet," 
says Dick Murray, president of Murray Marine 
Services in West Palm Beach (murmymariwseivkes 
,Com) K lt needs constant exercise and you feed it 
filters." Those filters are typically 30-micron and 
5-micron (pleated), located somewhere between the 
seawater strainer and the high-pressure pump, and 
they keep sediment from clogging the membrane. 
(The watermaker membrane is essentially a very 
fine filter too, allowing water molecules to pass 
through under high pressure, but excluding salt, 
bacteria and even most viruses.) 

As those seawater filters clog, they put 
considerable stress on both the low- and high- 
pressure water pumps. Even though most machines 
turn off below 1 0 psi feed-water pressure, filters

really should be changed at two-thirds of normal 
working pressure typically 30 psi on systems 
capable of up to 1 ,200 gallons per day. 

"As far as preventive maintenance, oil changes 
are first and foremost," says Bobby Bargar, a service 
technician at Watermakers Inc. (watermakers.com). 
"There are a lot of moving parts in that high- 
pressure pump. When oil breaks down, you're 
grinding metal on metal." An oil change should be 
done every 200 hours or once a year at minimum. 
Bargar also suggests interim checks beyond just oil 
level. "You can smell burnt oil when you check it," 
he says. "Feel it between your fingers for metal or 
contaminants loo." Color isn'i ;i reliable indicator, 
since most watermakers use dark-tinted synthetic oil. 

Both men warn to inspect the entire system 
regularly for leaks - - at 900 psi working pressure, it 
doesn't take long for a tiny water drip to erode the 
fitting until it fails. Even bronze pump castings can 
leak, which is why stainless-steel pumps are prefeiTed. 

Most watermakers also include a charcoal filter in 
the freshwater rinse circuit to keep chlorine in dockside 
water from damaging the membranes during rinse 
cycles. You should change it eveiy sr* months. 

Even more important than the charcoal filler is 
understanding the function of a freshwater rinse. 
Most watermakers flush automatically as soon as 
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generators have the name "Quiet Diesel." 
Our engineers spend thousands of hours testing, 
analyzing and designing products to gain the 
maximum reductions in noise and vibration. What's 
more, the Quiet Diesel generators are famously 
reliable.

the machine slops making water, carrying 
away salt, sediment and marine growth 
before it settles into membrane pores. 
Watermakers also auto-rinse membranes 
about once a week while the boat is 
unattended. "It takes seven to 10 days for 
bacteria to grow in fresh water," Bargar 
says. "If you rinse that old water out every 
seven days, bacteria won't have time to 
grow." To avoid unpleasant surprises, be 
sure the ship's water tank is full and the 
pressure pump turned on before leaving 
your boat. 

For all but very short-term storage, 
Bargar suggests shutting off through-hull 
intakes and emptying seawater lines and 
pre-filters so critters can't grow inside. 
Some watermakers feed fresh water 
through die seawater filters as well. If 
so, clean the filter housings and install 
new filters before putting the unit into a 
prolonged freshwater rinse mode.

under pressure and actually make water 
at least every other month," Murray says. 
A freshwater rinse exchanges water only 



within the seawater side of the plumbing 
and doesn't operate the product water 
portion of the system. "On units stored 
for a long time with just a freshwater 
rinse, we're seeing calcification from hard 
water coating salinity probes and causing 
valves to stick," he adds. 

Circulating mild acid through the 
watermaker cleans membranes that 
have become fouled with bacteria. 
Membranes also will foul over time 
from minerals in the water, but the 



mineral deposits can be removed with 
an alkaline solution. While they should 
last at least five years, Bargar says, "not 
for any particular reason, I've seen some 
membranes last through many cleaning 
cycles, but others won't produce quality 
water after just one cleaning." 

For extended storage, fill the system 
widi biocide. Use the manufacturer- 
supplied product in warm climates, or 
food-sate antifreeze for cold winters. "Use 
minus- 1 00-degree solution, not minus-50, 
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EANING 



Owners can do this relatively 
easy maintenance chore. 

The hoses of many watermakers 
have quick-disconnect fittings and 
three-way valves for simple ser- 
vice. If yours doesn't, run lengths 
of hose from the intake of the low- 
pressure pump and the output brine 
discharge at the membranes into a 
single five-gallon bucket. 

Remove the seawater filters and 
disable the diverter valve — even 
consider detaching the product wa- 
ter hose so no cleaning solution can 
enter the freshwater tank. 

Just about fill the bucket with either 
water from the watermaker or distilled 
water, and add the cleaning powder. 
Circulate it through the system for 30 
minutes. Once done, operate the wa- 
termaker normally, but with the divert- 
er valve still disabled for 60 minutes to 
clear the cleaning solution. 



and check that it contains little or no 
alcohol," Murray advises. 

In spite of regular oil and seawater filter 
changes, frequent inspection and proper 
storage, watermakers will eventually fail. 
Fortunately, the typical causes are quite 
routine and easy to fix if you are armed 
with a few spares and a little knowledge. 

Leaks at seawater filter housings are 
simple to fix with spare O-rings and a bit 
of Teilon tape. I/jw-pressure feed-water 
pumps can also fail. At a minimum, you 
should have spare seals and an impeller 
on board, although an entire spare pump 
is much easier to change. Also cany plenty 
of pre-filtcrs and oil. Spare charcoal filters 
aren't necessary for short trips. 

Spectra watermakers {spec trawater makers 
.com) that Murray often services are 
different from most of their competitors' 
models in that they don" t have a traditional 
high-pressure pump. One feed-water 
pump does double duty, so it's wise to 
cany an entire spare pump. 

Salinity probes sense the electrical 
conductivity of water to determine total 
dissolved solids (TDS), indicated in parts 



per million. When the probe senses 
clean water, it opens a diverter valve to 
allow" fresh water into the ship's lanks. 
"Minerals, iron and slime build up on the 
probe and cause it to read higher salinity," 
Bargar says. "Just unscrew it and clean it 
with a stainless-steel brush." 

Sometimes a cleaning won't suffice, so 
cany a spare salinity probe. High- and 
low-pressure cutout switches aren't as 
likely to fail, but both are easy to change 
and inexpensive to buy. 

Even if all of the boat's electronics 
die, most watermakers work manually 
by setting 850 pounds of water pressure 
and opening the diverter valve, so when 
all else fails, it's handy to have an $80 
handheld salinity meter. Any reading 
below 550 TDS means the water is 
safe to drink, but readings above 400 
indicate a developing problem. 

Since most watermaker issues are 
either foreseeable or preventable, had 
Samuel Taylor Coleridge been writing 
today, it might be a watermaker, not an 
albatross, that his Mariner killed and had 
hung about his neck. J

The Evolution of Fishing 

Coyle decides to turn back the clock.

know better than to justify my investment in 
angling with the thought of saving a buck at the 
table. Ernest Hemingway gave those of us who 
blow money on fish boats and fuel the excuse 
we still use today when we attempt to explain 
die follv of our mission: The sustenance we seek 
when we step aboard with rod and reel is not for the belly 
but the soul. Even so, a recent day of soul search- 
ing would have caused Papa to pause. 

First a bit of angling history It is not a 
stretch to see the modern tournament fisherman's link 
to the veiy first angler who was set on proving himself 
against the odds. There, stooped by die liver's edge, 
Ug, a hairy-chested Neanderthal (less gold chain of 
course), watches a bear noodling his dinner. It must 
have occurred to Ug that fish might be more pleasant 
tasting than a tree root and easier to catch than a 
woolly mammoth. Therefore, Ug figured out how to 
bend down and snatch a fish. 

Although Ug's close relations in the rural South 
may still practice noodling in the 21st century, one 
of his ambitious evolutionary in-laws set his mind to 
catching more fish than his mates and built a boat. I 
sec litde difference between drifting a few yards into 
die primordial ooze aboard a log and drhing a 90-foot, 
40-knot tournament boat to Mexico to catch a sailfish 
you could have just as easily caught and released in 
Florida. This is evolution? 

If you don't agree that we've learned absolutely 
nothing in 100.000 years, consider die fly-flinging 
angler who chases tarpon in the Florida Keys. On any 
given day there are more tarpon beneath die skiff dock 
than a lucky angler will catch in a lifetime. Just the 
same, these anglers hire guides and skiffs and wander 
miles into the backcountry. While smart tarpon are 
being hand-fed by the tourists dockside, the advanced 
angler seeks a mentally challenged fish in the hopes 
that it might find a colorful wad of foam and feathers 
too irresistible. 

I am not pointing fingers, and I admit to being 
genetically flawed. I have flown to Mexico and suffered 
for hours aboard the remains of a Jeep forging through 
the jungle in search of bonefish - an inedible species 
indigenous to Florida. While the bonefish is crazy 
about shrimp dangled from a spinning rod, I insisted 
on lugging half the Orvis fly-fishing department along 
widi me. In my search for blue marlin in the Bahamas, 



Anhinga has consumed a tankers worth of fuel and I an 
equal share of Kalik - - we've released this species and 
quite a bit of Kalik right here in Florida waters. 

Just the other day a pal and I drove my flats skill" 
20 miles in search of a fish to release. It had seemed a 
sensible quest, but six hours later we spotted our first 

under my dock. While I could have easily noodled 
it, I carefully armed my rod with the latest thinking in 
lures — an alien-like rubber device coated with a vile 
fluid that smells a lot like cat urine; die fish was not 
impressed. It all became clear! 

The hell with the soul . . . we would raise Puss' sail and 
drop a G-note for dinner downtown. Her ancient one- 
lung diesel had thumped down less than a thimble's 
worth of fuel before I put it out of its misery and hung 
the drapes. Determined, my pal deployed a length of 
worn monofilament with a rusted 'oOs-era spoon - no 
special sauce. Within a hundred feet, we boated our 
first fish of the day. 

In my mind we have set fishing back at least 200 
years. Perhaps I'll trade in my fly rod for a bucket of 
shrimp and the flats skiff for a log. I think we're headed 
in the right direction. □
